Up in the Sierra foothills of the old 
Mother Lode gold mining section of North- 
ern California, lies a little city of 4,000 
inhabitants by the name of Auburn (so 
called because of the red soil). In the 
early mining days it was called Wood’s Dry 
Diggins. 

Pentecost was introduced here by a little 
band of noble women led by Sister Emma 
Bertenshaw about 1925. Bible studies were 
held in homes, and soon a mission was 
opened in the lower part of town and the 
blessing of God was upon it. Brother Otis 
H. Green was chosen as pastor. 

In‘ 1926 a large tent was secured, and 
an evangelistic campaign was held in Sierra 
Park in Auburn with Evangelist Mina R. 
Brawner. Another tent campaign was held 
in the town of Penryn in cooperation with 
Brother and Sister Charles Hurlbut. In 
1927 a new church building was started 
just across from the beautiful Placer Coun- 
ty Courthouse. January 31, 1928 the new 
church was dedicated by Brother Eugene 
V. Bronson. 

The building is entirely constructed of 
cement, including cement shingles on the 
roof. It has an auditorium with prayer 
rooms and prayer tower. In the basement 
there are rooms for Sunday School classes 
and living accommodations. It is free of 
debt. 

Auburn being the county seat, outside 
activity has naturally centered around the 
county jail and county hospital work. Faith- 
ful and efficient work for souls has been 
carried on in both of these places by conse- 
crated workers. At the Indian reserva- 
tion, two miles from Auburn, a good work 
has been done and a cozy little Indian 


church has been erected free of debt. The 


Bertenshaw sisters are doing good mission- 
ary work in the mountains near Auburn.

DEAR BOYS AND GIRLS 


The month of May is a time of birds 
and butterflies, flowers and honey bees. 
They are just everywhere now, showing 
forth the wonderful Creator’s handiwork. 


Bees ate interesting little creatures of 
the great out-of-doors, and if they could 
speak they would be able to tell us some 
wonderful stories about themselves. How- 
ever, from just watching them we are able 
to learn some valuable lessons; for example, 
let us see if we can get a lesson from the 
honey bees. 

Bees are creatures of the sunlight. Their 
food is the sweet nectar and nourishing 
pollen from the flowers. In each hive the 
bees have their queen, or mother bee, and 
nearly all the rest of the bees are her chil- 
dren and willing slaves. Each hive also 
has its lazy idlers, known as drones. 

The hive is like an enchanted castle to 
which dreadful enemies sometimes come. 
They have sentinels at the door of the hive 
that examine every creature that tries to 
enter. However, there is one enemy that de- 
ceives them; it is called the “death’s-head 
moth.” This moth utters a cry that is sim- 
ilar to that of the queen bee, and the sentin- 
els are deceived by it, and when the moth 
gets in it does real damage to the occupants 
of the hive. That reminds me of our enemy 
that sometimes comes as an angel of light, 
doesn’t it? 

Bees are wonderful architects and build- 
ers. Their hives are made up of many small 
cells built from materials from within their 
their own bodies. One set of bees work 
on one side and another set on the opposite 
side, and they have such extraordinary skill 
that their work meets perfectly and matches 
exactly when it is joined together. 

The queen bee has many attendants, 
and it is as if they worship her. They form 
a citcle around her with their heads toward 
her to protect her. They never turn their 
backs to the queen. Oh, that we would 
never turn our backs on Jesus. They hum

Next month we will prepare capsules or 
pills for another ailment. Get busy now and 
get your pill box started, as I think we are 
going to find good use for them .. . wait 
and see!

and definite calls to the work of the Lord, 
but who were not yet in the service of the 
King. Was it because of no place to go? 
Did they not have the equipment that was 
needed?

Because of the increased weight of this 
matter I consulted the faculty, and with 
their approval organized a Students’ Home 
Field Council. The Lord has graciously 
guided us, and now answers are being re- 
ceived to many of our heretofore unan- 
swered questions.
